Secretary Cook Has Re- 
ceived 700 Letters. 


Law Does Not .Go Into Effect 
Until Sept. 1-—State Registra- 
tion Takes Place of Municipal 
Registration---Other City Or- 
dinances Not Interfered With. 


! . 
The automobile regulation bill pass- 


ed by the legislature and which wi] 
become a law on September 1, has 
aroused the interest of automobile 


owners all over the state, and they 
are flooding the office of Secretary of 
State Phil Cook with inquiries as to 
its provisions. 

Although it has only been a few 
days since the bill was passed, Secre 
tary Cook says he has received about 
seven hundred letters regarding the 
law, while he has had persona] visits 
and telephone calls galore from those 
who are directly interested in the first 
state automobikw law Georgia ever 
had. 


What the Law Provides. 

Briefly the important provisions of 
the law are as follows: 

The law becomes effective Septem- 
ber 1; 1910. 

Every owner of an automobile or 
other motor vehicle shall file with 
the secretary of state his name, ad- 
dress, a brief description of his ma- 
chine, name of maker, factory numbe- 
style of machine and motor power, and 
Shall pay to the secretary of state $2 
for each machine so registered. 

Upon receipt of the registration fee 
the secretary of state shall give the 
owner a number afid a seal of alumi- 
num or similar metal, circular in form 
and not less than 2 inches in diameter, 
and on which shal] be the words “Reg- 
istered Motor Vehfle No. , Geor- 
gia, Motor Vehicle Law.” The seal 


shall be conspicuously displayed on the'| 


machine at all times. 

The secretary shall also give the 
owner a number plate bearing the 
car number and the letters “Ga: The 
plate shall be of the same materia] 
as the seal, the letters not less than 
38 inches high, and shal] be displayed 
on the rear of the machine. 

Lights at Night. 

From one hour after sunset to one 
hour before sunrise there shall be 
displayed on the front of the machine 
at least one white light, which sha! 
throw a light not less than one hun- 
drea feet in thé direction the machine 
is moving, and shall have at least one 
red light on the rear. 

In using the highways of the state 
the driver of the machine shall pro- 
ceed at a reasonabke and proper: speed 
and wtth due regard for traffic. Wheu 
approaching crossings, bridges, em- 
bankments, curves or dams the drive- 
shall have his machine umder perfect 
contro] and shall proceed at a rate 
of speed not Breater than 6 miles an 
hour. 3

APPEARS CERTAI 


Demand Due to Crop; 


Movement. 


Public Urged to Make Ship- 
ments Early in Season--Roads 


Requested to Handle Empties | 


Promptly. 


Chicago, August 12.—A car @hortage 
appears inevitable, as viewed by the 
committee on relations between rail- 
roads of the American Railway 
Association. This statement and 
others of importance to railroads and 
Shippers alike is made in the fort- 
nightly bulletin made pubiic by Chair- 
man Arthur Hale, of the committee, 
today. According to this bulletin, tne 
present surplus of cars is 105,564, a 
decrease in two weeks of 29,030. Secat- 
tered railroads report shortages and 
have made some demands on roads with 
Surplusses for assistance. Of the de- 
crease in the surplus, 17,827 are box 
cars, and 8,126 coa) and gondola cars, 
the remainder miscellaneous. 

Sharp Demand for Coa] Cars. 

The demand for box cars is due 
largely to the begining of the crop 
movement, but the surplus decrease is 
not confined to the grain-producing 


sections alone, coming, also, from what! 


is known as the eastern and middle 
groups. A sharpening of the demand 
for coal cars is noted, and it is calcu- 
lated that the surplus in this class o 
cars will have disappeared. by Septem 
ber 1. 

The public is urged to make its ship- 
ments as much earlier as possib'e this 
season, this postponing “to that extent 
the shortage which now appears inevi- 
table.’’ Railroads are urged to han- 
die empty cars promptly.

The bill introduced by Mr. Alex- 
ander, and which will become a law 
as soon as it is signed by the gov- 
ernor, provides that when a contractor 
purchases material for use in a pub- 
lic building he shall give a bond to 
guarantee payment for the material.

Plan Submitted by George Mil- 
ler for the Flour City Orna- 
mental Iron Works, of Min- 
neapolis, Will Be One Recom- 
mended to Council. | 


The finance and electric light com- 
mittees of council in joint session yes- 
terday afternoon decided by a unani- 
mous vote to recommend to council 
the acceptance of the plan for a Great 
White Way on Mitchell street from the 
Terminal station to Whitehall, on 
Whitehall from Mitchell street to the 
viaduct and on Peachtree street from 
the viaduct to Ellis street. 

The general council will adopt the 
recommendation and the work of in- 
stalling the new lighting system wil} 
begin at once. 

The plan adopted by the committees 
was the one submitted by George A. 
Miller, representing the Flour City Ore 
namental Iron Works, of Minneapolis. 
At the meeting H. P. Keane asked that 
a proposition from the J. L. Mott Com- 
pany be considered. He said that his 
company could give arc lights of ten 
times more brilliancy than Mr. Mil- 


‘ler’s company and at less cost. 


It was shown, however, that Mr. 
Miller had secured the signatures of 
all the property ow'ners and renters on 
the route of the Great White Way and 
that these signers would pay every 
dollar for the installment of the new 
Iighting system and turn it over to 
the city free of cost, provided the city 
maintained it. Mr. Keane had no such 
proposition in writing. 

Under the plan adopted there will be 
Corinthian standards every 70 feet 
apart, the total number being 125, 
along the entire route. On each 
standard there will be five lights. The 
Plan does not contemplate flaring 
brilliancy, but plenty. of soft light with 
a@ most artistic effect. 

A representative of the Georgia Ralil- 
way and Electric Company stated that 
the cost of maintaining the new sys- 
tem would be $45 a year for each 
standard, the lights burning from dusk 
to midnight. The arc lights at each 
corner will be still maintained and kept 
burning all night. The money will be 
taken from the appropriation to the 
electric light committee, which will be 
reimbursed when the October appor- 
tion ment sheet is made out.

WMURRAY’S FEES 
FIVE MILLIONS 


If Contracts Had Been 
Executed. 


Sale of Lands for Indians Could 
Have Been Made by the Gow 

ernment Without Cost, Gore 
Contends----Sherman Again 
Mentioned. 


Sulphur, Okla., August 13.—That J. 
F. McMurray had contracts with the 
Indians by which*in the sale of their 
lands he would receive not only $8,000,- 
000 as attorney's fecs, but also ag~ree- 
ments calling for $1,500,000 in other 
fees, was testified to by George W. 
Scott before the special congressional 
committee today. Scott acted as an 
agent for MeMurray. 

Scott was regarded as‘one of the 
most important witnesses in the inves- 
tigation growing out of Senator T. P. 
Gore’s charges that he had been offered 
a bribe to promote the approval of the 
contracts in congress. —~ 

Enormous Fees for McMurray. 

If all the contracts McMurray held 
with the Indians were successfully ex- 
ecuted, Scott testified, McMurray would 
secure almost five million dollars in 
fees for the sale on a 10 per cent basis 
of segregated coal and asphalt land 
valued at $20,000,000. These landa, 
Senator Gore contends, could be sold 
by the government without the em- 
ployment of paid attorneys. 

Telling of his relations with McMur- 
day, Scott said he had seen many of 
the Indians in 1909 and had urged 
them to sign the contracts. Scott, him- 
selr a Choctaw, said he had signed the 
contracts because he believed McMur- 
ray would have more influence ait 
Washington than did the Oklahoma 
delegation to congress. 

“Did you ever have any official posi- 
tion from which you were released be- 
cause of your connection with McMur- 
ray?” asked Chairman Burke. 

“Yes, I had been secretary to Green 
McCurtain, chief of the Choctaws, and 
I was asked to resign.” 

Telegram Identified. 

Scott identified a telegram he had 
sent last May to Richard Adams at- 
torney at Washington, in which Vice 
President Sherman and Senator Charles 
Curtis, of Kansas, were referred to 
as understanding more than any one 
else what the Indians wanted. 

“Both Mr. Sherman and Mr. Curtis,” 
said Scott, “long were identified with 
Indian affairs and once we believed 
they knew more about us than did our 


congressmen.” 


“Was that the only reason for your 
l referring to Mr. Sherman and Mr. Cur- 
tiss?” 
| “Yes, we have -absolute confidence 
iin their ability to deal with Indian af- 
, fairs.” 
Scott denied he ever had received 
, any financial aid from McMurray. He 


the land sold. 

He told of inducing the Indians to 
send telegrams to Washington urging 
the proimnpt sale of the lard in May 
last. 

MeMurray Telegraphed “0. K.” 

“McMurray was in Washington urg- 
ing the approval of his contracts, and 
on May 3, three days before Senator 
Gore says the bribe was offered, Mc- 
Murray telegraplee to Scott in Okla- 
homa: ‘Looks better here; we will win, 
I know.’ ”’ 

“Now what did you take that to 
mean?” Scott was asked. “Did you 
think McMurray was going to get his 
contracts approved soon?” 

“Well, it appeared he felt encour- 
aged over the situation at Washing- 
ton.” 

Referring to the promise of the con- 
tracts, Scott sald: 

“Out of those segregated coal and 
asphalt lands the Indians thought they 
ought to get $50,000,000, but we did 
not ask more than $20,000,000. The 
surplus unallotted land was worth 
about $15,000,000, and the leased dis- 
trict land perhaps as much. McMurray 
was to get 10 per cent of whatever 
money he got out of it.” 


Indians Frightened Into Action. 
“One reason why the Indians were 
willing to pay a big fee,” Scott said, 
“was that they were afraid the gov- 
ernment would reopen the rolls and 
take in ten thousand more Indians now 
excluded from sharing in the pro- 
ceeds.” 

Scott said he believed that Indians 
would give 25 per cent attorneys’ fees 
if they could realize at once. 

Scott also declared that the McMur- 
ray law firm had contributed $1,000 
to the campaign fund in a tribal elec- 
tion. As treasurer of the Choctaw 
nation, Scott said he had charge of 
payment of warrants. He said it was 
customary first to pay the warrants 
of his friends and then hold up those 
who were not his friends. 

“Do you-think that is the proper 
way to discharge the affairs of the 
nation?’ a committeeman asked. 

“Yes, I thought it was all right; it 
was frequently done.” 

Scott admitted that his management 
of the financial affairs of the Indians 
was subject of complaint at Washing- 
ton and the secretary of the interior 
finally took the payment of warrants 
out of his hands. 

Chief of Chickashas on Stand. 

Conspicuous among the ‘witnesses 
called to testify -before the congres- 
sional committee investigating Indian 
land deals today was Douglas V. John- 
son, chief of 8,000 Chickasha Indians.

Line---Distance Cut Down to 
139 Miles. 


Rome, Ga. August 12.—Late this 
afternoon papers were signed in Rome 
between . Newman Erb, representing 
the Chattanooga Southern railroad, and 
H. H. Shackelton, general manager of 
the Rome and Northern, effecting a 
physical connection between the two 
lines and thereby assuring a new direct 
line from Atlanta to Chattanooga. 

Newman Erb is chairman of the ex- 
ecutive committee of the Ann Arbor 
railroad. He and associates bought 
the Chattanooga Southern at receiver's 
sale in New York last week. Details 
of the transfer are now being per- 
fected, though the Erb syndicate is 
now in actual control of the prop- 
erty. 

To Extend Roads. 

The Chattanooga Southern runs .from 
Chattanooga to Gadsden, Ala. a dis- 
tance of $0 miles. Under the agree- 
ment just signed with the Rome and 
Northern, the Chattanooga Southern 
will build from Bronco, on its line in 
Walker county, a distance of eight 
miles, to Trion. The Rome and North- 
ern will build from Gore, its present 
northern terminus, to Trion, a distance 
of nine miles. The trackage agree- 
ments entered into for a term of years 
between the two lines provides that 
each line is to use the track of the 
other between Chattanooga and Trion 
and Rome and Trion as its own. The 
Chattanooga Southern will build the 
sixteen-mile link from Rome to Rock- 
mart, connecting there with. the Sea- 
board Air Line, as soon as the other 
link is closed. 

Start Work at Once. 

Surveyors will be put in the field im- 
mediately and construction work be- 
gun as soon as the location is made. 

Mr. Erb states that no member of 
his syndicate is connected in any way 
with the Seaboard Air Line, but that 
mutuality of interests makes it more 
than likely that through trains will be 
operated by this route from Atlanta 
to Chattanooga. The distance between 
those two cities by the Southern is 154 
miles, by the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis railroad, 142 miles, and 
by this Seaboard-Chattanooga South- 
ern-Rome and Northern route, 139 
miles.

a person riding or drivng a horse or 
other draft animal the driver of the 
machine shall give the signal by 
sounding his bell, horn or gong. If 
the person riding or driving raises 
his hand the machine shall be brought 
to a stop, and if the animal appears 
frightened the driver must cease the 
running of the motor until the animal 
has passed. 

If a person purchases the machine 
of another he shall secure a new seal 
and number from the secretary 28 
state. 

These Are Prohibited, 

No intoxicated person and no person 
under 16 years of age shall be allowed 
to operate a machine on tlre publie 
roads of the state, unless such minor 


has had at least twelve months’ expe-° 


rience, and is accompanied by the 


owner. 

It shall be a misdemeanor for any 
person to operate a machine without 
the consent of the owner; no person 
shall throw glass or nails or otheg 
obstacles in the way of a machina 
and no person shall give a signal of! 
distress to a machine driver withcous 
due cause. 

It is provided that nothing in the 
act shall be constrwed as interfering 
with regulations of municipalities, but 


the state registration shall be in lieu 


of all municipal license or registration, 

Non-resident automobile owners are 
not subject to the registration pro- 
vision until after thirty days’ stay tn 
the state, provided such owners have 
complied with all automobile regula- 
ticns in their own state.

Scarcely had she been quieted when 
another negress was “taken by the 
Holy Ghost” and went through the 
same actions. Even upon the white 
spectators this strange dance produced 
an uncanny effect. Its effect upon the 
negroes was almost instantaneous. At 
firat they were visibly agitated. A 
tremor ran. through their limbs, they 
became rigid and  half-closed their 
eyes, while from their lips eame half- 
muttered religious phrases. Then in 
an instant the dance became contagious 
and, spreading like wild fire, embraced 
the entire sect. 

Never has there been such a scene 
in the recorder’s court as that which 
There was a bedlam of 
crazy negroes, howling, crying, laugh- 
ing and weeping. No two negroes 
seemed to be “taken” in the same way.

Through the din was heard the voice 
of the acting recorder, “Since we seem

Ghost, they said, and had become “so 
happy that they just had to holler.”

MANY RELIIONS | 
IN UNITED STATES 


Interesting Figures Gath- 
ered by Census Bureau. 


Over 200 Christian Sects and|| 


Thousands of People Who 
Are Devotees of the So-Called 
Heathen Beliefs—--Many Chi- 
nese Temples in the Country. 


Washington, August 13.—Religious 
freedom in the United States shelter: 
under its tolerant and ample folds 
thousands of representatives of a num- 
ber of the so-called heathen beliefs, 
in addition to more than 200 vanious 
sects of Christianity, according to cen- 
sus bureau statistics dealing with the 
religious life of the country. Among 
the former are: Buddhists, Confucian- 
ists and Bahaists who are engaged ii 
an organized way in the spread of 
their doctrines in this country. 

The data forming the basis of the 
volume in question was gathered in 
1906. HM is now in proof, but there 
is no agsurance as to when it will be 
gmiven’ to the public. In addition to 
statistics of the various denomina- 
tions, the work will present a brief 
history of each, also the pertinent 
facts regarding their:doctrine and pol- 
ity. The compilation is the work of 
Dr. Edwin M Bliss. 

Followers of Confucius. — 

Up to the time of the investigation 
there had been no effort to effect any 
organization for the promotion of Con- 
fucianism, but the text tells of a 3s0- 
ciety of the Chinese sage’s followers 
which was organized in New York city 
in 1907 among the Mongolian students 
Contending 
that Buddhism is ofily a system of 
ethics, they undertook to demonstrate 
that Confucianism was a real religion, 
and so a regular system of services 
was established by a well-defined or- 
ganization. 

The organized followers of Buddhism 
are Chinese and Japanese. Their 
churches, Known officially as ‘“‘tem- 
ples,” by the irreverent are referred 
to as “Joss” houses. There are 62 
Chinese and 12 Japanese temples in 
this-country, the former being distrib- 
uted over twelve, the latter over three 
states. California sheiters all but 
three of the Japanese and more than 
half of the Chinese houses. About 40, 
which went down under the San Fran- 
cisco cataclysm, hag remained ift ruins 
to the time of the enumeration. 

New York boasted of 15 of the Chi- 
nese temples, the femainder being 
scattered over ten states, mostly in 
the west. The Chinese Buddhists have 
only one priest in this country, an« 
conduct no recognized system of wor- 
ship. There ig no record of member- 
ship. There is no sermon; keep no 
Sabbath and have no religious service. 
The only use for their temples are as 
places at which individual devotees 
may consult their patron saints. 
Three deities are recognized in the 
American. temples. The god Kuan, a 
mighty duke of the ancient Han dynas- 
ty, the Goddess of Fortune and 
Goddess of Mercy. 

Buddhists in United States. 

The Amercan-Japanese Buddhists are 
of the progressive Sin Shiu sect, which 
is misgionary in character. They dis- 
card the ascetic practices of the more 


the: 


austere Buddhists of Asia, allow the 
priests to marry and have no ban on' 


meat or other food.° The; sovieties are 
well organized, each having a priest, 
General headquarters are in San Fran- 
cisco, and they~hayve both journals and 
schools devoted to the propagation of 
the faith. In 1906 their membership 
in this country was 2,387, of which 778 
were females. 

There is no Shintoism, an explana- 
tion of which is feund in the fact that 
this religion attaches itself too closely 
to the person of the Japanese emperor, 

In a way the Hindu religion is rep- 
resented by the Vedanta Society, with 
organizations in New York, Pittsburg, 
San Francisco and Los Angeles. It 
was organized by some Hindu teachers 
who came here in 1893 to the World’: 
Fair. Its name, from an ancient Hin- 
du philosophy, means “the end of 
all wisdom.” It is non-sectarian, 
seeking to harmonize all religious sys- 
tems. Oriental philosophfes as taught 
by the Theosophists, have four bodies, 
with 2,386 members, in the United 
States. 


Followers ef Bahaism. 


While Bahaism, strictly speaking, 
is non-Christian and foreign, its fol- 
lowers are native, and not necessarily 
un-Christian. This is a comparatively 
new sect, growing out of the teach- 
ings of a Persian leader of the middle 
of the last century, named Ali Mo- 
hammed. He claimed to be the fore- 
runner “of him whom God would man- 
ifest,”” and called himself ‘Bab,’ or 
“the Gate.” Later came Baha Ulia, 
who claimed to be the one whose com- 
ing had been foretold, and from him 
the real name of the body is derived. 
In 1906 he had 1,280 followers in the 
United States, who worshipped in 24 
places through 14 states. They teac) 
tolerance, love, charity, and regard all 
religions as divine. Hence, they pro- 
fess not to interfere with the ordinary 
doctrinal beliefs of their members. 

Another church of Asiatic origin, but 
still Ohristian, is the Armenian, which 
has 78 organizations in this country, 
mogt of them in the eastern states, 29 
in Massachusetts alone. Their com- 
municants are generally Armenians, 
many of whom fled to this country to 
escape persecution. 

The eastern orthodox church, or 
Greek church, has 123,606 communi- 
cants. This is the state church of 
Russia and Greece. Of the 411 churches 
here, 59 represent the former na- 
tionality. There also are Servian and 
Syrian branches. The Greeks have 334 
organizations througheut the country, 
with New York, luimois and Massa- 
chusetts leading. The Greek member- 
ship is 90,751. Twenty-two of the 569 
Russian churchesarein Pennsylvania. 


Various Christian Sects. 

The volume also will tell of the va- 
rious Christian sects which are con- 
sidered more purely Americah, and will 
show the various branches thereof. 
It will show that while there are only 
57 mein bodies, there are. 215 
church organizations, many of them 
professing « faith only a shade differ- 
ent from others. For instance, tiere 
are 17 Baptist bodies, 24 Lutheran, J5 
Methodist and 12 Presbyterian. The 
same is true of less known o *ta- 
tions. There are 16 Mennonite, 7 4A4- 
ventist, 4 Dunker or Dunkard, ant 4 
Quaker or Friend bodies. 

There appears no division in either 
the Roman Catholic or Protestzent 
Episcopal] church, although it is shown 
that efforts to modify their creeds have 
resulted in the establishment of inde- 


pendent bodies. They are designated
